DR. W00DSW0RTH 
GIVES LECTURE 
ON IMMIGRATION 



Second of the Series Entitled, 
"Maintaining Canadian Stad- 
ards," Delivered Yesterday. 



A NATIONAL PROCESS 

Lecturer Used Large Charts to 
Illustrate and Sum Up Pith 
of His Remarks. 



The Freshmen and the R, V. C. 
Girls Have a Most Enjoy- 
able Evening. 



LARGE NUMBER PRESENT 




The above is the texi of a resolution 
passed at an informal meeting of the 
Union members held in the lounge 
room of the Union yesterday after- 
noon. Through inability to secure the 
required quorum of 100 members, the 
general meeting of the Union, which 
had been called, was not proceeded 
with, and the informal meeting took 
its place. G. M. Williscroft, president 
of the Union, who presided over the 
meeting, which was attended by some 
J!) members, opened the meeting by 
calling attention to the matter in 
bond -the granting of the privileges 
of the Union to the members of the 
Fourth Universities Company. Me re- 
viewed the action taken by both the 
advisory board and the Union house 
committee in regard to the granting 
of the Union to the successive- Uni- 
versities Companies, and invited dis- 
cussion on the subject. Mr, Willis- 
croft pointed out that the Govern- 
ment grant does not cover the ex- 
penses of these companies, each of 
which costs the graduates of this 
university in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000. The granting of ttie Union to the 
companies was quite useful in stim- 
ulating recruiting, as this fact is fully 
advertised by the men in training 
here. Should the students turn against 
the action of the committee, it would 
be "quite a black eye" to the college. 
Mr. Williscroft also stated that no in- 
fluence had been brought to bear by 
the advisory board on the house com- 
mittee of students. The privileges of 
the Union had been granted to the 
Fourth Company by the advisory 
board in the absence of the house 
committee from college, t lie approval 
of I he latter being afterwards se- 
cured. 

Mr. Miller Spenks. 

W. H. .Miller. Med. '16, who spoke 
at the annual meeting of the Students' 
Society on the subject, stated thai 
since that occasion lie felt that unfair 
criticism had been directed against 
I htm, He had explained that he was 
not knocking, but it was the principle 
of the thnlg to which lie was opposed, 
referring to the fact that the approval 
of the members of the Union as a 
body was not secured In Ibis excep- 
tional case. He thought that if this 
had been done, the student body as a 
whole would have been tickled to 
death to extend t lie full privileges of 
the Union to the soldiers. lie be- 
lieved that this course of action should 
have been pursued. Mr. Miller staled 
that he had heard "on pretty good 
authority" that a member of the advis- 
ory eoinmif.ee had declared that "the 
students have got to do this or we will 
make them." or words to l lia t effect. 
He thought that the matter shov.Jel 
have been brought le> the attention of 
the students in some prominent way, 
and gave it as his opinion that the 
poor attendanc e at the meeting then in 
progress was due to lack of advertise- 
ment. He thought that the house com- 
mittee should have told the students 
what il hail done. Mr. Miller. In con- 
clusion, reiterated that he was speak- 
ing only In behalf of principle, and had 
every sympathy with the soldiers, He 
stated that he e xpected to go overseas 
on the completion or his course in 
medicine. 

The House Committee. 

Mr. Williscroft explained that the 
house committee had failed to notify 
the students or to call a meeting with 
regard to the mailer, because, liny had 
thought it hopeless to get a large 

enough attendance, The constitution 

of the Union will be thoroughly re- 
vised this year, he added. He referred 
I to bis letter in the McGill Daily of 
1 October 22 as his position in the mat- 
ter. The action eil the house commit- 
tee had been quite constitutional, in 
reply lo A. M. .McCrimmon. he replied 
that the advisory board was primai il> 
lo exert a check on the expenditure of 
the Union, it has also power, he said, 
to reject any resolutions and refer 
them back to the committee which 
passed them.

In an Illuminating address on "Main- 
taining Canadian Standards." Dr. 
Woodsworth continued his line series 
of lectures on the subject of immigra- 
tion lo Canada. This is a national 
process which is becoming more and 
more important in its effects and ever 
demands in a most pressing degree the 
undivided attention of legislators ami 
the governing body of the country. 

To make comprehension easier and 
more vivid, (he lecturer had a sei of 
large charts which pictured and 
summed the pith of his remarks Mr 
WoodSWorth briefly ran over ihe sal- 
ient points of his previous lectures re- 
calling the Immigration figures Into 
Canada. With one c hart he contrasted 
ihe Immigration statistics in the U. s 
A. during the past with ihe same qucs- 
tlon m Canada, reaching the conclu- 
sion that while the Slales had had to 
race Ihe question or immigration with 
an immense population, whic h had no 
difficulty in distributing the Immi- 
grants throughout the country, Canada 
had a far greater problem In her immi- 
grants, because Canada was flooded 
with foreigners and bad only an ex- 
tremely small population with which 
lo absorb it. 

The question lo-day is how to 
maintain a high Canadian standard 
with Ibis Incoming riood of very dubi- 
ous population. In discussing if three 
things have to bo considered— the con- 
tinually chuughig atmosphère ami con- 
dition in Canada; the lack Of depend- 
able statistics, and the development of 
several new social elements in our so- 
ciety. 

Tlie economic effects of immigrai ion 
constitute the first part of ihe subject. 
IJeforo ihe year 1896 or thereabouts, 
Canada was in a state of national 
stagnation; this was followed by an 
amazing period of rapid expansion, 
which continued lo some two years 
ago. During thai time there came 
about an Immense crowd or immi- 
grants to meet the demand lor more 
laborers anil workmen ; also the 
amount or machinery built was much 
as was necessary to cope with three 
limes our output. These facts meant 
debt, anil Canada bad to borrow till 
her borrowing power was exhausted 
ami we had a lime or acute depression. 

Dr. Woodsworth here made a most 
pertinent reference to the common 
conception that Ihe war has brought 
about all Canada's recent financial 
sinking, showing thai the war, in tak- 
ing away many of our unemployed and 
raising the price of wheat, has in real- 
ity saved Ihe situation lor Canada. 

Another chart that Dr. Woodsworth 
showed was one or a family budget 
compiled by himself from Winnipeg. 
This showed I hat an average price ror 
a family lo spend and live in decent 
comfort on was 11,000, while the ut- 
most that an ordinary workman could 
earn was between $3">0 and Ï600 per 
annum. The result of this discre pancy 
was lo make Ihe people live in terrible 
homes, jammed together unci thorough- 
ly wretched. Also the majority of men 
over the women amongst, aliens is 
apalling and in itself tends lo immor- 
ality. 

All these conditions lead to a lower- 
ing or Canadian standards, and while 
there are some saving features, suc h 
as the outlet lo the farms and the 
leakage lo Ihe U.S.A., still Canada has 
a large and gloomy problem lo face 
before she Is able to accommodate Ihe 
immigrant Influx without danger to 
herself. 

Canada owes herself the duty e>r sclf- 
protection, and that is of paramount 
importance in dealing with foreign Im- 
migrants. The laws for testing and 
repelling menially and physically de- 
fective individuals are totally inade- 
quate, and arc apl to let our country 
in for much serious trouble. 

The next lecture Dr. Woodsworth 
proposes to tackle (his question from 
the standpoint of the emigrant. Last 
night he was speaking as a Canadian. 

This course or lectures deserves 

hearty support, as being an innovation 
in McGill and as being a most instinc- 
tive and cnllghlcnlug series for stu- 
dents.

. : and never coming to close grips either with his subjects or with 
onen'in the throes of forensic controversy, has had a defective edu- 
cation. In this respect the old-fashioned American college, with its 
3"ival literary and debating societies and its courses of instruction 
3n logic, was far better qualified to send forth thinkers, orators 
»nd legislative debaters than is the university of to-day. 

The power to argue a case, to defend a thesis, to champion an 
4dcal when one is not immediately and summarily challenged, is 
5)f a lower sort than the ability to meet immediate attack with 
tfacts, rebutting arguments and reaffirmed aspirations and beliefs. 
Ifioth for speaker and for audience it is far easier to lecture and to 
3>e lectured to than it is to teach or be taught by the Socratic or 
ipny other dialogue method. But who can doubt the superior re- 
sults of the give-and-take process? Admirable as is much of the 
propaganda and educational service of lyceums, bureaus and uni- 
versity extension courses, it cannot wholly supplant older and longer 
tested forms of education and intellectual discipline. Some audi- 
ences, by the constancy of their loyalty to the clubs that specialize 
Iti "talks," are in danger of becoming, as it were, "spoon-fed." Gen- 
aiino debate, occasionally interjected into the proceedings of such 
iodies, whether spontaneous or planned for, would preserve and | duie. 
ionserve a higher grade of mentality. An occasional bone of con- 
troversy sharpens the tpeth of the intellect. Most subjects have 
pnany sides to them. Most public personages can be interpreted 
ffrom valions angles. A debate meets this condition better than 
I "talk."

The senior combination played 
like a machine, and showed that they 
were easily the superiors or their 
younger opponents. Undoubtedly the 
. work or Paisley and Wllllscrofl were 
! the main ractors in their victory, but 
■ the juniors were thought to have an 
, excellent chance of winning through 
the fact that Lemay, the star plunger 
of the McGill team of 1013, was on 
; their line-up. The latter, however, put 
[up a sorrowful exhibition; his work 
did not compare with that when he was 
a member of the red and while aggre- 
gation. Lemay never got away for a 
big run. he being down in his paths 
every time he started to run with the 
pigskin. 

For the juniors, Allan Clarke did 
great work. The juniors scored no 
less than sc\cn touchdowns during the 
!game. and although the majority of 
I converts looked easy, "Herbic" Wool- 
jatt was only successful iu kicking two 
over the posts. The work of the latter 
; was somewhat disappointing, too, it 
looking as if the position or quarter- 
bach was out of his range. Trapp 
showed up well Tor the '17 team, as 
did Wilson and Clarke, but the others 
railed to show much class. Eric Pope 
did not seem to know what to do with 
the ball every time he got it, and this

It was mainly through the poor work

The seniors lost Ibe toss, and 
Rounthwaile kicked ofr to Lemay, who 
returned it to centre. '17 received on 
a fumble, and on the first down Lemay 
tried to go through, but was easily 
blocked. Lemay punted poorly on the 
third down, Woolatt receiving and go- 
ing through for ten yards. "Pep" 
kicked lo Leutay. who fumbled, Rose- 
borough falling on it on the juniors' 
30-yard line. Williscroft then kicked 
to Heartz, who was downed on his 15- 
yard line. Seventeen, however, again 
failed lo show anything, losing the 
ball for oHside interrerence. '16 tried 
lo gain yards on their first two downs, 
but the '17 line held fast, and Paisley 
was torccd to kick on the last down. 
"Pep" showed his old-time ionn by 
kicking Into touch for a rouge. 

Woolatt fumbled Pope's kick, and 
Lemay fell on it. The latter, how- 
ever, made the same mistake a mo- 
ment. Inter, with the result that the 
seniors received the ball on the Jun- 
iors' 10-yard line. The seniors then 
showed an excellent bnneh of trick 
plays, Paisley going through first for 
five yards, and then Roscborough for a 
touch, which Woolatt railed to convert, 

Play went up and down the field, 
with the seniors having much the bet- 
ter of the argument. Williscroft and 
Paisley always outdistanced Wilson 
and Lemay in ibe punting duels, with 
the result that the ball went slowly 
down the field again. Finally Lemay 
punted to WMl&ctoft, the latter run- 
ning back for a tittle distance and then 
returning to Wilson, who was downed 
tor another point. The first quartet- 
ended shortly after with the score 
standing 7 to 0 for Science '16. 

Juniors Outplayed. 

With the ball on their 5yard line, '17 
were over-anxious, and as a result 
suffered from offside, the seniors be- 
ing given possession of the leather. 
Woolatt, however, spoiled his team's 
chances when he fumbled. Trapp fall- 
ing on the pigskin. Wilson then took 
advantage of the opportunity to send 
the ball down the field, he punting to 
Williscroft. '17 again lost ten yards 
on offside interference, and on the 
first down Paisley kicked to Wilson, 
who fumbled on his line, Rounthwaite 
jumping on the ball and going over for 
a touch. Woolatt again missed an easy 
convert. 

The seniors now began to increase 
their score by leaps and bounds, the 
'17 players being completely bewil- 
dered by the all-round work of therr 
opponents. Lemay kicked to Paisley, 
who was downed on '17's 10-yard line. 
Wilson kicked it back to centre on the 
first down, and Williscroft returned to 
Heartz. who ag.iin fumbled. On th» 
first down, "Pep" Paisley kicked for 
another point. 

Lemay kicked to Paisley, who re- 
turned a long punt to Heartz. The 
latter caiiKbt the ball about fifteen 
yards behind his own line, and tried to 
kick it out. but his try was poor, and 
Msclachlan received the ball, scoring 
another touch. This one was convert- 
ed by Woolatt. 

Again the juniors tried to pain some 
advantage over their opponents, but 
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their efforts always proved unsuccess- 
ful. After a series of punting duels 
between Paisley and Wilson, the form- 
er gave the crowd an opportunity of 
seeing some real football by kicking 
for another rouge. ) 

The players on the losing outfit did 
not seem lo know how lo hold the ball, 
for they repeatedly dropped when they 
bad fine opportunities of going through 
on a nice run. Williscroft kicked lo 
Wilson, who returned to Paisley, the 
latter running through a broken field 
for 25 yards for a touchdown. Hair- 
time was called shortly after this 
score, the seniors having an undoubted 
advantage over their opponents in the 
first periods. The score stood: Sci- 
ence 16, 25; Science '17. 0. 

Tile Second Half. 

Wilson kicked off to Williscroft, who 
returned the leather to Chirk at centre. 
Lemay gained a couple of yards bin 
on the second down Wilson kicked to 
Paisley, who returned. The juniors 
showed a flash or form, but this was 
only momentary, Wllllscrofl soon giv- 
ing the senior players another point 
by kicking to Wilson for a rouge. A 
fight nearly ensued between Lemay 
and Brown, but this was nipped in the 
bud. '17 made some game efforts to 
gain ground, and finally succeeded in 
bringing the leather close to their op- 
ponents' territory. Paisley, however, 
relieved the ball down the field. '17 
were now resorting mainly to kicking, 
and on Ibe first down Wilson punted 
lo Williscroft, who passed to Paisley. 
The latter went through for a neat 
gain of ten yards. 

Third quarter time was called, with 
the juniors siill blanked, the score 
standing 20 to 0. 

Seniors Score Sixteen. 

The last period was a complete roul 
for the third-year players. At no lime 
did they have the hall anywhere near 
their opponents' line, while their hacks 
fumbled at precarious limes. Huts giv- 
ing the fourth year players numerous 
opportunities of tallying.
